of the shed are connected with a great series of galvanized tron plates hung parallel to one another in an‘adjoining building. These 
plates form, as it were, a gigantic Leyden jar, which condenses the current received from the dynamo. Wheh the spark passes, the 
vibrations in the coil are communicated to the cables stretched between high poles in the open air... The passage of the spark sets up 
waves,.and these are received by aspecially tuned instrument at Cape Breton. The spark is of long er 
short duration at the operator’s will, and thus the letters of the Morse code are spelt out. For a second or two before the beginning 
of the message there is a sound like a deep growl of thunder, then the spark passes with a rending. detonation, and for the rest of 
the time that the message is being sent the noise resembles that of amachine gun in action. The operators must not approach the 


charged plates nearer than six feet.

Germany has a credit curreney which 
expands and ¢ontracts four times every 
year at the rate of $2.12 per capita, or 
$125,000,000. 

The same ratio would give us $!80.- 
000.000 of credit currency; but »we have 
not a cent of credft currency,’ though we 
need it more than any other country in 
the world. 

Canada has a credit currency issued by 
the banks that expands and contracts 
at the rate of $3.29 per capita every 
fall, or $25,000,000. 

The same ratio woukj give the United 
States $280,000,000 of credit currency, 
but we have not a single cent of credit 
currency, though wo need-it more than 
any other cauntry in the world. 

This is the story of the whole civilized 
world. Criminal ignosence and crimina! 
negligence have precipitated the present 
situation. 

On March 2, 1907, I.used the following 
language in the ‘house of - representa- 
tives, and venture to repeat it here: 
People's Right to Economic Money. 

in fifteen years our population has in- 
creased 16,000,000, ang the per capita 
podket and .till money of our pele has 
due un- 
prosperity, higher 
wages and better living. Of this $20.4! 
in circulation oytside of the treasury 
and the banks $16 is reserve money. 

But can @ny one explain to this house 
why a man should carry a check book, 
or demand oredit, in his gide coat pocket, 
and a gold certificate in his vest pocket’ 
Why not the same kind of a credit in 
both pockets, except in this that one is 
@ bank book credit andthe other a bank 
note credit; the one*a credit subject to 
order, the other a current credit? 

Until we come-to realize that it is the 
right of the mass of the people to have 
the same cheap or economic tool of 
trade as those who use check books, we 
shall fail.utterly in our attempt to meas- 
ure swords in the commercial world 
with the ~ost advanced countries uwpon 
equal terms. Certainiy every obvious

Absurdity of Present System. 

To compel the great mass Ofsour Pee- 
ple, to carry about wieh them the actual 
gold coin in the form of certificates in- 
stead of a bank credit. is°as unjust to 
the people and as absurd. As i pass oe 
law to compel ,all farmers bring 
their products to market ‘a wagons 
with gold-tires. Who-wduld pay for the 
tires? Who pays the cost of a gold in- 
stead of a. credit qurrency? Do you 
think the bankers pay it? Who Isgcatry- 
ing the load imposed by a system that 
puts $1,200,000,000: of gold - or reserve 
money -into: the’ pockets of thes people 
instead of’ a curfent: credit convertible 
into gold . , | 

Do. you think the bankers are paying 
the cost? Are they paying it any more 
than the stock, grain, and cotton buyers 
would pay for the gold ‘tires Were so 
onerous a burden imposed upon the pro- 
ductive industries of the country. Whet 


| would the effect be upon the interest 


rates paid by the people, if-one thou- 
sand millions or a.billion of the reserves 
now locked up in the ‘pockets of the 
people were in the banks where they 
vould sustain-loans of more than five 
thousand millions of dollars with a re- 
serve of 20 per cent? 

How Hescrves Can Be increased. 

But our reservés are too low, and, 
should be largely increased, and this 
is the very heart’ of this whole ques- 
tion, | 
Our people are using the reserves of 
the country as a* medium of exchange 
current .credits should do- this 
work, rising and falling in . quantity 
precisely as the demand comes and 
goes, reflecting as perfectly the ,varia- 
tion in cash transactions as our checks 
and drafts reflect the. transactions In 
bank credits. Increased wages and in- 
creased cost of living have made .2 
greater and greater demand for cash; 
and while the people have" been absorb- 
ing our reserves, : the business of the 
country has gone on increasing, and 
the bankers* have sold ‘credits to Sfich 
an extent, or what‘is the same thing, 
have made loans to such an extent, 
that. the reserves have gradually be- 
come smaller relatively, since 1896, Un= 
til now they are only 9.92 per cent 
against -14.73 per cent in 1896 in all 
the commercial banks—national, state, 
trust companies, and private banks. 

If one-third*of the reserves hidden, ia 
the pockets of the people or the gold 
they. have taken from the channels of 
trade since 1896 was in the banks, the 
ratio of our reserves wculd ‘be as.high 
asin 1896. and.if two-thirds of the Te- 
serves lodged in the’ pockets of the peo- 
ple were in the commercial banks of 
the country, our reserves would be 20 
per cent of our deposits. 

Reserves Ample, but Wrongly > 

Placed. 

Thus it-is clear that the reserves in the 
country are more. than ample for any 
apparent demand for credit, however 
great that may seem to be, if enly they 
were in the bank vaults instead of in 
the ckeis of the people. 

aan it happens that the condition of 
our national finances is. such that <6 
people are -constantly absorbing more 
ang more of our:reserves as the times 
hecome more prosperous. Indeed, our 
financial. and currency policy is such 
that our prosperity must inevitably lead 
to. the destruction of that very pros- 
perity—an anomaly, but the direct and 
natural fruit of our ignorance and 
wasteful folly. : 

We Should Lead ip Banking. 

Nor shall we escape the evil- conse- 
quences of this condition, which Wal! 
come to us in various Ways, until, we 
recognize two or three great economic 
truths and construct a financial and 
currency system upon them. 

The first is that the place for Our. Te- 
serves is in our. hank vaults, and mot 
in the pockets and tills of the people. 
The second is that there is not the 
slightest difference between bank book 
credits and bank note.credits. 

The third is that thesrequired reserves 
should be ample; the bank. book credits 
passing with perfect facility into the 
bank note credits, ands both currently 
convertible into the reserves. 

When we recognize and ‘adopt these 
principles, incorporating them into. ® 
system, our rates of interest , will De- 
come practically uniform throughout 
the eountry and throughout. the year, 
and not England, but the United States 
will be the financial centre and the 
world’s commercial bills of exchange 
will bear the. signet of the eagle and 
not of the lion and the unicorn,

Sinee the Fall of 
Roman Church From 
Temporal Power. 

Italy, November 10.—General 
nunicipal elections were held in this 
city today, and it being declared 
throughout Rome tonight that anti- 
clericais gained their greatest victory 
since the fall of the church from tem- 
poral power. Only municipal offices 
were filled, but the election assumed 
a distinct political character. Their 
importance was not only local, but ex- 
tended al) through Italy. The contest 
came as a conclusion to the  anti- 
clerical campaign, which had its be- 
ginning practically with the present 
pontificate, for the clericals were then 
allowed, for the first time, to partici- 
pate in the political life of the, coun- 
try. 

There was a reactionary movement 
among the anti-clerica] element; some 
of them swung over from the conser- 
vatives to the socialists, and the mnu- 
nicipa] elections in Rome were chosen 
28 a battlefield. Defeat being inevita- 
ble, the clericals, for the first time 
since 1870, withdrew from the field, 
and as a result, the anti-clericals’® vic- 
tory was complete and without pre- 
cedent.

“Where are the ghosts gone?’’’ asks a 
contemporary which claims to have made a 
canvass in the neighborhoods of cemetertes, 
scenes of murder and sudden death, and the 
like.

Finned for the same perlod @ : vear. We 
Cail special attention to this .+cause of the 
very open, propitious weather for picking and 
ginning the crop this year, so with a falling 
off of 214,000 bales, it means a great deal. 

to November 1 last year 53.2 per cent 

crop was ginned, notwithstanding the 
interruptions during the early part of the 
Season from bad, stormy weather: this was 
the lowest percentage of record. Considering 
the very exceptional harvesting season this 
year we have estimated as a minimum @ per 
cent more of the crop has been ginned this 
year than last, making 65.2 per cent.
